East Jordan offers five full- Haley Jane goes to Manila 
day kindergarten option 


This year, parents of students en- 
tering kindergarten at East Jordan E]- 
ementary have an option previously 
not available — a 5-day/full-day pro- 
gram. 

“Eat Jordan Elementary School 
has made great strides in the past five 
years,” said principal Cal Prins. 

“We have excellent assessments K- 
5 in reading, writing, and math to 
measure each student’s growth and 


help us focus our instruction; a new 


standardized report card has been de- 
veloped; extensive staff training has 
taken place in the areas of reading, 
assessment and writing; a new disci- 
pline plan has been implemented and 
4s delivering positive results; our read- 
ing intervention program has taken a 
huge step. forward with the hiring of 
a reading specialist; and a new pro- 
gram (EXSEL).was implemented to 
provide additional academic chal- 
lenges to students who are ready for 
advanced work,” Prins added. 
“When school dismissed Jast June, 


one area continued to be a concern,” 
said Prins. He said that there are sig- 


nificant discrepancies displayed in — 


school readiness that are visible ev- 
ery year in kindergarten. 

‘Jt is not uncommon for one kin- 
dergartner to begin school having had 
thousands of hours in rich literature 
experiences while another kindergart- 
ner has only a limited exposure to 
these same experiences,” he added. 
As in many neighboring communi- 
ties, there are a number of programs 
available at the elementary school 
level geared toward minimizing these 
discrepancies. Programs such as 
Head Start, Be-Four, and Young 5s 
have helped many students gain these 
valuable early childhood experiences. 

“Even with the success of these 
programs, there remains more work 
to be completed,” Prins said. 

These concerns, coupled with fre- 
quent discussions among staff, ad-

National Employ the Older Worker week is 
Sept. 18 - 24 and it is a quiet celebration of a 
program that was started by the Lyndon 
Johnson Administration in 1965. At that time, 
it was called Green Thumb, and it was formed 
as a demonstration project of President 
Jobnson's War on Poverty. 

The first year it employed 450 men. By 1977, 
half the Green Thumb workforce was made up 
of women and in 2002, it was renamed Experi- 
ence Works, and was serving nearly 30,000 
seniors nationwide. 

The program, which is funded by a govern- 
ment grant, employs people 55 or older, low- 
income and currently unemployed. The goal of 
Experience Works is to provide participants 
with training, experience and support to help 
them improve their lives and increase their 
employability. 

They are assigned to nonprofit organizations, 
and in the case of Tobye Wietzke of Boyne City, 
this assignment was Camp Quality. 

“T have made it my life, it is so much more 
than just a part-time job,” Wietzke said. But it 
is a long way from where she started her career 
life. 

Graduating from the University of Michigan, 
Wietzke started work immediately as a reporter 
with the Daily Tribune in Royal Oak, where 
she was moved up to be the education editor, 
before leaving the newspaper business behind 
to take a marketing position at Hudson’s, first 
as an advertising copy writer, and eventually 
as the advertising manager, which had her trav- 
eling all over and working with a mind-bog- 
gling budget. 

When the creativity began to fall off, Wietzke 
and two other women started a business of their 
own, in which they created advertizing cata- 


logs for major companies, including Jacobsons, 
Higby’s of Cleveland and a major jewelry store 
chain. 

It was a busy life, and Wietzke enjoyed it. 
But when her personal life began to unravel, 
she made a decision she has never regretted, 
and in 1994, she moved to Boyne City. 

She worked in real estate for several years, 
delving into life in Boyne City and becoming 
active in the Chamber of Commerce, thé Down- 
town Development Authority and with a fledg- 
ling community arts group. She was one of the 
people who attended the very first Main Street 
conference in Boston for Boyne City, as well 
as working toward the construction of a new 
high school. And then she had a car accident 
that left her without the ability to drive for four 
months, and, combined with a financial crisis 
independent of the accident, Wietzke found 
herself destitute. 

Wietzke found that being at the rags end of a 
rags to riches story wasn’t a terrible thing. She 
let faith replace fear, she said, and she has never 
been happier. 

Still, she was down and out. She was helped 
a great deal by the First Presbyterian Church 
of Boyne City, and Pastor Bob Faulman, and 
by her friends. 

She sold her house and moved into an apart- 
ment at Deer Meadows. 

‘In the apartment, ] have everything that 
makes me happy. It is an oasis of serenity that 
I have carved out with my little dog, Nike 
(named for the Greek goddess of victory),” 
Wietzke said. ‘She is my beating heart when I 
go home at night.” 

But she needed work, and West. who has em- 
ployed two other. senior workers through Ex- 
perience Works, encouraged her to look into 


the program. 

“Procrastinate is not in Eleanor’s vocabulary, 
and almost overnight I was interviewed by a 
woman from Experience Works. I met all the 
qualifications, and about three weeks after that 
conversation, I started,” Wietzke said. She now 
spends six hours a day, five days a week, as- 
sisting Eleanor: mailings (a lot); E-mailing, tak- 
ing calls, “go-fering,” learning “a ton about 
grant-wniting,” basic office work. 

“Right down to vacuuming and dusting — 
anything and everything. Doesn’t sound very 
exciting, but it is exciting. It’s very meaningful 
to me,” said Wietzke.

affirmatives, Neil 
turned the money in at the office, according to com- 
pany policy. 

The guest observed his actions and rewarded him with 
further conversation, during which he revealed that he 
was the marketing director for Dale Earnhardt, Inc. 

Tam no race fan. I have a friend who perfectly de- 
scribed my response to NASCAR when he said, “Why 
not just paint numbers on your ceiling fan in the off- 
season and watch that go around and around?” But there 
are NASCAR fans in abundance, leaning eights and 
haloed threes everywhere you look, and my stepson is 
one of the biggest fans of all. You know, NASCAR 
decor at home, and stickers on the car — it’s that im- 
portant. So when he realized he was talking to some- 
one who sometimes talks to Junior, Neil was pretty 
excited. 

The fellow wondered if he’d ever been to a race; yes. 
Ever had a pit pass? Yes. Ever had a garage pass? By 
this time, Neil almost doesn’t know what to say — but 
the answer was no. 

The long and short of it is, Neil got a garage pass for 
himself and his girlfriend, Sally Gregware. And so they 
went to the Gordon Marketplace 400 at Brooklyn, and 
got snapshots of famous people walking by like regu- 
lar folks, cars in bright garages with Tide and Dupont 
and Viagra sponsorships emblazoned across raised 
hoods while crews worked feverishly before the race. 

They watched the race behind Junior’s pit, and got to 
make souvenirs of discarded lugnuts, got to hear that 
screaming zzzztt, zzzztt up close and persona] as those 
lugnuts were dislodged and replaced in record time. He 
got to see Junior through the window of that famous 
red car. 

Neil doesn’t really know if he ended up in that heaven 
just because he didn’t pocket a soggy ten-dollar bill, 
but he would have turned in the money with or without 
an audience. For one thing, if unclaimed, he gets the 
money back after a time (that time has passed, and he 
is $10 richer). For another, Boyne USA policy says 
employees turn in lost items, including hard to trace 
cash. 

But it’s an argument for honesty, isn’t it? If he had 
kept the money, he would be — $10 richer. If he turned 
itin, he would fairly likely be — $10 richer. But in this 
case, he was richer by far more than ten bucks. He made 
a friend, got to go on a dream adventure, and got to 
maintain his integrity all in one. 

Everything brings me back to Katrina, because that 
devastation hit hard and will not be over in a couple 
weeks. People’s faces on my television screen still reg- 
ister shock and disbelief. Families still seek missing 
members, clinging to hope. 

Dishonesty has also ravaged the land. Dishonesty 
promises much, but it never pays up. 

Neil is a lifeguard. His job requires that he secure the 
safety of hundreds of people who file past him to be 
entertained by the sheer force of rushing water. 

Some in Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and south- 
em Florida are familiar with the force of water, only 
their experience has been crippling. 

Those states have also been flooded with Neils. Men 
and women who are willing to dedicate themselves to 
the saving and reconstruction of lives. 

They don’t do it for glory or reward. They do it be- 
cause it is the job they have undertaken. 

Good jobs well done have their own rewards — do- 
ing the right thing never promises what it can’t pay, 
and in the end, it always pays in full and more. 

Good measure, pressed down, shaken together, run- 
ning over.

The bittersweet price of survival

Operation Enduring Freedom and Operation Iraqi 
Freedom have produced some changes in the treatment 
of injured solders. The most seriously injured are air- 
lifted out of the war zone as soon as possible and flown 
to treatment centers that specialize in certain types of 
traumatic injuries. Both Walter Reed Hospital in Wash- 
ington, D.C. and Brooke Army Medical Center, in Fort 
Sam Houston, San Antonio, have facilities for ampu- 
tees. But Brooke Army Medical Center has the burn 
unit. Wounded personnel are flown directly to these 
hospitals for treatment. Both have helipads to receive 
the injured. That flight is free, but after that, if the sol- 
dier travels to and from a treatment center to home, the 
flights are not free. The latest statistics of injured sol- 
diers is close to 12,500, of which over 6,000 of those 
have been medically evacuated. All of these seriously 
wounded are hospitalized for many months while re- 
ceiving treatment and rehabilitation, returning home oc- 
casionally on leave,then back to the hospital. Mean- 
while, their families are flown to these hospitals and 
stay in Fisher Houses,which are on the military bases, 
so they can be near their loved ones.

Many of our local governmental agen- 
cies are pooling their resources to welcome 
families into their community and provide them 
with housing, health benefits, and schoo! for 
children so they can have a new place to call 
home. Many of the evacuees do not have 
homes to return to, so northern Michigan may 
become their new home. 

So far our chapter has sent out eight volun- 
teers to Louisiana and Texas. Yesterday, Bill 
Blackburn (Disaster Servjces coordinator) and 
our volunteer trainers: Janice Smith, Marcia 
Varble and Jean Beckley trained 16 health vol- 
unteers (physicians & nurses) and another 15 
mental health and shelter operation volunteers 
who have all confirmed their availability and 
willingness to be deployed wherever their as- 
sistance is needed. 

Our local community banks have once again 
offered their support by being a local deposi- 
tory for American Red Cross donations. Alden 
State Bank will cover Antrim County; Char- 
levoix State Bank will cover Charlevoix 
County; First Community Bank in Emmet 
County; and Citizens National Bank in 
Cheboygan County. 

Ray and Cidney Roth coordinated a collec- 
tion in Mackinaw City. So far we raised over 


$10,000 at the Bridge Walk on Labor Day 
weekend. 

We have had several young children come 
in and donate the funds they’ ve collected from 
lemonade stands, door to door collections, bake 
sales, etc. One amazing 6 year old girl from 
Harbor Springs has been on a mission selling 
hurricane ribhons — she has collected over 
$4,000 for the Red Cross and her goal is to reach 
$12,000. 

As of this morning, we have collected 
$52,000 through the office for the relief effort. 
As I’m sure you’ re seeing on the news, several 
organization and businesses have made ex- 
tremely generous donations to the Red Cross. 
Locally, many employers are offering match- 
ing gifts, and direct donations. _ 

More than $400 million has been pledged to 
the American Red Cross nationally, but there 
is no estimate as to how much is needed to re- 
spond to this relief effort. 

The latest statistics are encouraging, and 
more is being done every day: 

588 shelters open; 145,711 clients housed in 
shelters; 3,907,278 meals and 4,562,203 snacks 
served; 94,000 people have registered on the 
“Family Link Registry” to assist evacuees sepa- 
rated from loved ones be reunited.

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needs and what’s important.” 

Two years later, the family returned to East Jordan from 
Manila. None were unchanged by the experience, and 
Haley, who had initially insisted that the trip be limited to 
one year so that she could graduate from East Jordan High 
School with herclass, had relented and graduated instead 
from Faith Academy in Manila. There she had developed 
as both a student and an athlete, and she left school with 
the goal of going to college to play college sports, par- 
ticularly basketball and volleyball. 

An accident changed all that. 

Just before the Shaw family left Manila, the ever-exu- 
berant Haley, attending Faith Academy’s end-of-year 
party, dove head first down a giant blow-up slide set up 
on concrete — racing another student to the bottom. 

“T wasn’t thinking about whether I’d get hurt — I was 
just thinking about winning,” Haley said, laughing. Get- 
ting to a doctor in Manila is always an adventure, and 
when Haley got to one, he said her wrist was broken (hav- 
ing x-rayed one). Back in the States, it was determined 
that her other wrist was broken as well, but by that time it 
had begun healing wrong, and surgery was required. In 
any event, her college plans were necessarily altered. 

So Haley joined her older brother, Corban, at Bible 
college in Holsby Brunn, Sweden, a school which focuses, 
Haley said, on in-depth Bible study and related minis- 
tries, and “getting real in your relationship with Christ.” 

Haley learned that all her skills, her gifts, and the things 
she was passionate about, involved working with people, 
and traveling. 

“T started praying for opportunities,” Haley said. “That 
week our church called wondering if I would want sup-

his staff to the decision to establish several sections of 
5-day/full-day kindergarten beginning this fall. 

According to Prins, “The research on 5-day/full-day 
programs is very positive. Among the many benefits 
to students who participate in Sday/full-day kinder- 
garten programs are additional time and opportuni- 
ties to play with language, increased time to explore 
subjects in depth, and the benefits in regards to in- 
creased opportunities for social interactions,” Prins 
added. 

Asingle section of half-day kindergarten will continue 
to be offered at East Jordan Elementary School, provid- 
ing parents with a choice in their selection of kindergar- 
ten programming. Superintendent Chip Hansen reported 
that 80 percent of the parents surveyed over the summer 
months favored the full-day concept, and the district was 
pleased to be able to fill such a clear need in the com- 
munity. Hansen indicated that he was delighted to be 
able to include a 5-day/full-day kindergarten program 
at the school. 

“The new option will be terrific for the kids and will 
be a big benefit to parents and families,” Hansen said. 
“This change is an example of the commitment our com- 
munity and school has to work together to create oppor- 
tunities for children.” 

“We’ ve got to be pleased with the effort that has gone

cation president Kevin Keane, adding, “To be able to 
manage such a substantial educational improvement in 
tough economic times is not only a credit to our teach- 
ers and our business staff, but also indicative of our de- 
sire to always look for ways to improve the way that we 
serve our students and families.” 


port for future mission trips. Then Jeff Long (director of 
Faith Academy) called to see if ] would want to work at 
the children’s home for a year.” 

Haley accepted both offers, and on the twentieth of 
Sept., she flies out of Traverse City, to land, 24 hours 
later, in Manila. 

She will be working at New Faith Family Children’s 
Home, a home for orphaned or abandoned children in a 
city of 15 million. Unlike most orphanages, it is designed 
to permanently house children in a family-like setting. The 
children will be assigned “parents,” with each parenting 
couple having 16 adopted children, whom they will raise 
to adulthood. When the adopted children reach adulthood, 
their parents will continue to be instrumental in finding 
jobs, or education opportunities for the children. Because 
of the number of children per parental couple, the home 
will also employ people to act as companions, playing the 
role, Haley said, of older sister or aunt to the children. 

Haley’s job will be to arrive in the morning in time to help 
with breakfast, and also be there in the evening for dinner. In 
the meantime, she will drive children to school, to appoint- 
ments, help with homework and Bible studies, as well as 
help teach art class and give swimming lessons. She will be 
kind of a member of the family, she said.. 

And, near to her heart, she will be helping with girls 
basketball at Faith Academy. 

One family is already established, with 16 children rang- 
ing in age from three weeks to 15 years. The New Faith 
Family Children’s Home has been open for just a little 
more than three months. 

Haley is not afraid to go alone to Manila. For one thing, 
she is going to an area and to people that she already

knows. 

“] know the area, I know the people — I am secure about 
where I am living,” she said, adding, “Traveling alone (in 
Manila) is always a risk, but I will take precautions. | know 
that I'll be okay. I know that my Lord is watching over me, 
and that he’ Il protect me while I’m there.” 

She laughed —- laughing is Haley’s natural state — and 
admitted that while it is not in her plans to be hurt or 
abducted, or any other sinister scenario, she knows some- 
thing unexpected could occur. 

“Anything could be a chance for ministry,” she said. 

Haley’s desire to be in ministry docs not end with a 
year in the Philippines. She hopes to return to the States 
and attend Moody Bible Institute in Chicago, but also re- 
alizes that it is hard to get into Moody. She would like to 
go into foreign missions as a life-long vocation, but be- 
lieves that her projection into the future and God’s plan 
may not be the same thing. 

“You can do missionary work anyplace,” she said. Dur- 
ing their stay in the Philippines, Haley said, “My parents 
worked with kids whose parents were working with tribes. 
Or like Crossroads in East Jordan is a mission. 

“I would be happy and content to do missionary work 
anywhere in the U.S., but my passion is for people who 
have no access to the written word.” 

She also brings it back to the present: “] want my ac- 
tions to drive my influence,” she said. “I want to practi- 
cally show God's love. In the home, (I will do this) just 
by showing kids there’s someone who loves them, by 
being there for them, for teaching them, caring for them 
— showing them mercy like Jesus would.”
